Our hoard of trade and other .nclivc groups oC citizens could not he 


oigtigcd in ;i more vital or far-reach in;? problem thtm lire prevention, and 
intelligent ugitutiun o£ the subject 
will uniloubU'dly he productive of 


much general interest and permanent licnelil. 
Oradiiiilly (he knowledge 


that this country has the greatest fire loss, proportionately of any nation 
on earth, lias home fruit and today (.•onimtimtius largo and small in 
all sections of Ihe country are^slriving to nndcrsla'ml their weaknesses 
jn this respect mid to make wise provisions L'or their eradicalion. 
This 


iirc prevention agihifion is everywhere mainly under the direction of two 
proups, one the community, as represented Ijy its public officials, its civic 
I'odieS or its special boards and the other the private interests which 
deal with the specific issues of fire insurance, lire-fighting equipment or 
"related'problems. For the first time, Lowell has apparently so! about a 
comp'rchensivE study of the problems of fire prevention and lire protection 
in the right spirit and under the cooperation of I wo distinct gioups. 


Though a great deal of the agitation locally has to do with more or 


less technical matters, there seems to be a basic misunderstanding between 
some of our oflicials and fire experts, as represented by (lie fire under- 
writers association, mainly on the matter of insurance rales. 
Some of 


our local agitators may make the mistake of seeing flic matter merely in 
ii.iojrdl light, out of relation with its broad application but still the feel- 
ing lias grown that Lowell, considering its equipment, its water pressure, 
its natural advantages, its canal system and its enviable record of 
freedom from grave conflagrations, 
is forced to pay too high a price 


for its lire protection. 
This? the experts deny and as yet the arguments 


seem fo be strong on both sides. Still, the difference of opinion has been 
the means of'throwing an unexpected light into many 
ciurk corners, 


, revealing much that will be of fulurc value to the city. 


•The conference held in this city last 'Monday between the board of 


Irade committee and the experts from the underwriters associalion em- 
phasized the. great strides made locally of late in the matter of improve- 
ment of water mains, the control of water supply nn«l the more disputed 
matter'p£ water pressure. 
\Vherc experts on cither liaud do not fully 


,agree,-it is difficult to speak with full conviction, but one taking the views 


. expressed at (lie conference as'a whole must admit Dial both sides scored 


points.- -Had the conference revealed nothing more tangible than the 
.suggestions as to the improvement of water pressure for higher Bclvidcrc 
and: similar altitudes, it would have fully justified itself. 
H is a good 


beginning for what promises to become a satisfactory ;irrnngement as to 
tire insurance and kindred mailers. 


The charge has been specifically made in other places and broadly 


hinted at locally that there is no competition between- fire insurance 
companies niul'thal consequently (here is grave danger of an injustice 
in fixing rates for communities such as ours. 
'J'his accusation \vas em- 


phasized a few days ago at a conference of insurance commissioners, 
representing.twenty-six stales, at Ihe Hotel Astor, New York. 
While such 


alleged monopolistic tendencies are to be deplored and discouraged, stu- 
dents :of lire problems warn the public, also against agitating ruinous 
competition, as the lire insurance business is a business where excessive 
competition would have far greater evils than monopoly. 
Behind this 


branch of the agitation are many ([ucslions of poorly financed companies, 
extreme fire risks and other related evils.

German ships In America and efforts to 
operate them on the former German 
trade routes. 


The British note does not undertake 


to assert tho right of Great Britain 
to interfere with ships purchased and 
transferred' to the American fl.ie In a 
legitimate way. 
The objection lo the 


transfer of the Dacla. according to tho 
British view Is that It was not genuine 
and that the American purchaser really 
WAR acting: for German principals. The 
Daciri's cotton cargo, admittedly. Is not 
subject to seizure, and the British note 
leaves H to be Inferred that if the own- 
ers of the cotton do not make other 
arrangements for Its shipment to Ger- 
iniany and the Dacia puts to sea, the

General Field Headquarters of 
the 


German Armies (In France) Jan. 
1C, 


via London, Jan. 20.—"More of such 
offensive" (referring to tho present of- 
fensive operations in tho campaign of 
the allies) "can only be welcome to 
us."

does not expect will be a short one. 
. "This war Is not a war of aggres- 
sion," aald Gen. von Kalkenhayn, tak-

caste or military party' in Germany, 
hut one ol self defense 'As a soldier, 
I cannot of coureo, talk on the politi- 
cal aspects.or the causes of the war, 
but can speak from a military stand- 
point. 


"It was forced upon 
us

Jlusslan mobilization In the face of 
which we could do nothing else but 
arm ourselves. 
Russia had been ad- 
vised and warned by his majesty and 


i: through our minister, that if she mob- 


ilized, we must In self defense order 
a general mobilization and take the 
sfe'ps necessary to protect our nation- 
al existence. Russia, nevertheless, went 
ahead 
with 
its 
mobilization, 
while 


continuing diplomatic negotiations. 


"If a man comes into your room, for 


a discussion with gun drawn you can 
scarcely be expected to wait for him

engaged in it more vii«l or far-reaching problem Uian fire prevention, and 
intelligent agitation of the subject will undoubtedly be productive of 
much general interest and permanent benefit. 
Gradually Hie knowledge 


that this country has the greatest fire loss, proportionately ot any nation 
on enrlh, Ims home fruit and today communities large and small in |)layc<j' 
nil sections of the country are striving lo understand their weaknesses 
in this respect and to make wise provisions J'or their eradication. 
This 


fire prevention agitation is eveiywhere mainly under the direction of two 
groups, one the community, as represented by its public officials, ils civii; 
rodios or its special hoards'and the other the private interests which 
deal with the specific-issues of fire insurance, fire-fighting equipment or 
related problems. 
For the first time, Lowell has apparently set about a 


comprehensive study of the problems of fire prevention and fire protection 
in the vight spirit and under the cooperation of two distinct groups. 


Though a great deal of ihe" agitation locally has to do with more or 


Jess technical mutters, there seems lo he a basic misunderstanding between 
some of our officials mid fire experts, us represented by the fire under- 


' writers association, mainly on the mutter of insurance rates.

of interest in Knglnn'd, in Germany and in Hie United Stales.

private in the English army. 
While a prisoner in the Doberitz detention 


camp in- Germany lib rebelled nnd struck a gunrd. 
Lonsdnlo is a native 


of Leeds, iind Hie lord mayor of that city recently appealed to Dr. Henry 
van Dyke, the United Stales minister nt The Hague, in an elfort to induce 
the German mithoritics to spare Hie man's life. 
Lonsdalc has a wife and 


family .at Leeds. 
Lonsdale was at first sentenced to ten years in jail, 


but a superior court martial condemned him to death. 
Later it was re- 


ported that the court of appeals commuted Hie senlenee to twenty years. 
According to report printed in the Fraiikfurter Zcitnng, the prisoners at 
Doberilz were compelled to turn out for work on a trumpet signal. On 
Nov. 9 the prisoners delayed in answering the signal, and the corpora: 
in command ot Ihe construction work gave orders that several tents be 
cleared and that the prisoners be driven out.

but one of self defense 'As a soldier, 
I cannot of course, talk on the politi- 
cal -aspects or tho causes of tho war, 
but can apeak from a military stand- 
point.

which we could do nothing else but 
arm ourselves. 
Russia had been ad- 


vised and warned byjiis majesty and 
through our minister, that if she mob-

continuing diplomatic negotiations. 


-"If a-man comes-into your room, for

"Our present situation Is excellent. 


We have no cause to complain. 
have carried the war Into the enemy's 
country on both fronts; we aro still 
there after five months of war. Our 
present lines aro very strong; the ad- 
vantage Is all on our sido thus far." 


"If our first advance against Paris," 


said the general, in response to a ques- 
tion, "had succeeded fully and in all 
respects. It would have been reckoned 
as n. most brilliant achievement.

It stands, It Is an admirable one. 1 
can say so freely, because I had noth- 
ing to do with the conception of tho 
•plan of campaign. 
But one cannot ex- 


pect to carry on war without some 
checks and when we fell back we 
swung over to tho present line of 
tlon. In which wo have been thorough- 
ly successful. It Is wrong to interpret 
the operations In Flanders as an at- 
tempt on our part to reach Calais and 
outflank the allied armies.

' on earlli, has borne fruit and today communities large and small in 
' 
all sections ot! tbe country are striving to understand their weaknesses 
in tbis respect and to uiake \viso provisions for their eradication. 
This 


• fire prevention agitation is everywhere mainly under the direction of two 


• groups, one the community, as represented by its public officials, its civic 
• roa'ies or its special hoards and the other the private interests whii-li 


deal wilb tbc specific issues of fire insurance, fire-fighting equipment or 
related problems. 
For the first time, Lowell has apparently set about a 


•.•comprehensive study of the problems of fire prevention, and ftre protection 


•': in the vigbt spirit and under the cooperation of two distinct groups. 
" 
Though a great deal oC iho agitation locally has to do with more or 


'.' less tcchuieal matters, there sceuns to be a bnsic misunderstanding between 


some of our officials and fire experts, as represented by the fire imder- 


'' writers association, mainly ou (be matter of insurance rates. 
Some of 


• our local agitators may make the mistake ,of seeing the matter merely in 
" p lociil light, nut of relation with its broad application but still the feel- 


• !• ing has grown that Lowell, considering its equipment, its water pressure, 


its natural advantages, its caiml system and its enviable record of 
ireedom from grave conflagrations, is forced to pay too high a price 
for its five protection. 
This the experts deny and as yet the arguments 


<-eem to be strong on both side*. 
Still, the difference of opinion has been 


the means of throwing an unexpected light into many dark corners, 
revealing much that will be of future value to the city. 


The cpnfci-cnce held in'this city last Monday between the board of 


trade committee- and the experls from the underwriters association em- 
phasized the great strides made locally of late in the matter of improve- 
ment of water mains, the control of water supply and the moro disputed 
matter of water pressure. 
Where experts on either hand do not fully 


xgrce, it is dilVieult to speak with full conviction, but one taking the views 
expressed at the conference us a whole must admit that both sides scored 
points. 
Hftd the conference revealed nothipg more tangible than the 


suggestions as to the. improvement of water pressure for higher Belvidero 
and similar altitudes, it would have fully justified.itself. 
It is a good 


beginning for what promises to become a satisfactory arrangement as to 
tire insurance and kindred matters. 


The charge has been specifically mudo in other places and broadly 


hinted at locally that there is no competition between fire insurance 


, companies and that consequently there is grave danger of an injustice 
' in fixing rates for communities such as ours. 
This accusation was em- 


phasized a fo\v days ago at a conference of: insurance commissioners, 
lepresenting twenty-six stales, at tha Hotel Aslor, New York. While, such 
' alleged monopolistic, tendencies are to be deplored and discouraged, stu- 


denrs of fire problems warn the public also against agitating ruinous 
competition, as tho fira insurance business is u business where excessive 
competition would have far greater evils than monopoly. 
Behind this 


branch of the agitation arc mtuiy questions of poorly financed companies, 
Cr.\tr«»e flre. risks and other related evils.

While it Is true that many 
times

The Ionian islands are off tho coast 
f Clreece, directly opposite the Italian 


province of Calabria, where an earth- 
quake occurred yesterday morning:. All 
hesc disturbances seem to have ona 
common origin and they show that tho 
destructive fo'reesj of nature are affeei- 
ng a greater extent of territory that 
las ever been known before.

In Ihe meantime there Is much auf*
